Extremely hazardous conditions still exist 


In many hotels throughout the country. A 
Committee on Disasters of the Building Offi- 
cials of America, investigating the Atlanta 
hotel fire of December that killed 119 per- 
sons, concluded that there were certain basic 
safeguards which should be observed in all 
hotels. These included elimination of: open 
stairwells; inside corridors lacking' outside 
window outlets; use of inflammable inside 
paint; 
Inflammable 
decorative 
draperies. 


Among the recommendations for hotel safety 
were adequate exits and the, patrolling of 
all floors with numerous trained watchmen 
who could extinguish fire at its inception. 


These suggestions are important. Most 


necessary of nil are regular fire drills for 
employes, and simple, clear, brief instruc- 
tions to guests as to what to do in case of 
fire, placed where the guest can not escape 
seeing them. Some hotel managers have 
hesitated to do this lest it alarm guests un- 
necessarily. On the contrary, such instruc- 
tions are apt to give guests a feeling of safety 
and being cared for. This was evident in 
hotels on the west coast during the last war. 
When the rare warning of "unidentified 
plane" was sounded, guests who knew, what 
to do moved swiftly and competently with- 
out any of the panic which is the worst dan- 
ger of fire In public buildings. 


Human nature seems to require catastro- 


phe before taking precautionary steps. Noth- 
ing can right the recent disasters, but they 
can be used to point the way to future safety.

LIVER, (iALL BLADDER BILE 


When we are informed that Ihe liver manu- 


factures bile and then sends it to the gall bladder 
to be stored, we may wonder why we have a gall 
bin elder because stones of ten'form there ami if a 
stone is pushed out into thtf tubes emptying the 
gall bladder the pain is so severe that morphine in- 
joc lions are necessary to control it. 


The gall bladder is the storage place for bile, 
and when digestion is going on a tiny valve opens 
and bile flows down to help in digesting or prepar- 
ing food so it can be absorbed into the blood. The 
liver can be manufacturing bile all the time, liver 
bile it is called, and then send it to the gall bladder 
to be stored. Although the-liver manufactures over 
a pint of bile every twenty-four hours, the gall 
bladder holds about a couple of ounces, as it strains 
out the solid contents of the liver bile, the bile 
sails, so that gall bladder bile contains about ten 
times as much concentrated matter, bile salts, as 
liver bile. The gall bladder could thus be called the 
refinery for bile. 


What are uses of bile? 
As we learned in our school physiology, bile 


emulsifies or breaks down fat foods so that the 
blood can finally absorb and make use of them. 


The bile acids help the liver to form bile and 


then, because Nature considers bile valuable, almost 
all the bile used for digestion is brought back to 
the liver to be used over again in helping the liver 
to form more bile. 


One of the valuable uses of bile acids is to pre- 


ven1 putrefaction (poisonous wastes) from forming, 
and also to help bowel movement, so that bile is 
rightly called Nature's purgative. 
It has been rightly stated that life depends on 


the liver. As the manufacture of bile is its main 
job, a liver that manufactures enough bile, or 
where bending exercises help more bile to flow, 
should .enable an individual to enjoy living. 


Where the bile in the gall bladder becomes too 
thick, some physicians prescribe a level teaspoon of 
epsom salts every morning for a week, once a 
month. 


Where not enough bile is beinp manufactured 


physicians may prescribe' ox bile, or one of the va- 
rious brands of bile salts. •

Lewis Schwellenbach, .he secre- 
tary of labor, recently conceded 
not only that communists should 
be barred from offices m unions 
but that the party, itself, should 
be outlawed. It took h m a long 
time to say so and mo ~e daring 
and forthright men had been de- 
nounced by his political comrades 
of Uie New Deal and th< Commu- 
nisjfcfrents for years f->r saying 
jusPthat. They were Rtd-baiters, 
as though there had been some- 
thing dishonorable or d sloyal in 
opposing forces which, as he now 
says, "advocate overthrow of our 
government." 


Remembering Mr. S jhwellen- 
bach's political origins and back- 
ground in the state of Washing- 
ton where, for years, mi ny Com- 
munists have been indi: tinguish- 
able from many Roosevelt Demo- 
crats, it seems to me thi t he has 
! been inexcusably slow 01 the up-

It Js not mere recrlmlna ion, but 
a restatement of a sad fac ., to say 
that Franklin D, Roosevelt and his 
wife, both, complicated tl e prob- 
lem of eliminating Con munists 


from the government, unions and 
outwardly conventional American 
political parties. 
The Dies com- 


mittee was inept at first and Mar- 
tin Dies, its chairman, did, practice 
some of the irregular, though not 
illegal, methods that 'had been 
used before by Samuel Dickstein, 
of New York, In the earlier com- 
mittee on subversive activities, and 
by Hugo Black, now a justice of 
the Supreme Court, when he was 
carrying a card in the Ku Klux 
Klan and running a scandalous 
Senatorial inquiry. Yet, the Roose- 
velt personal following, including 
all the most obstreperous and 
obvious Communisms, and- their 
press, were heartened in their 
campaign to discredit Dies' dis- 
closures, by both the President 
and his wife. 


Mrs. Roosevelt, personally, con- 


ducted herself in a manner to in- 
dicate sympathy with those under 
inquiry and followed, that demon- 
stration by inviting a bunch of 
them to the White House. .At the

auguration, the guests included 
William Gailmor, originally Mar- 
golis, a well-known thief whose 
notoriety and rise from the status 
of obscure and petty knave in the 
police records of New .York was 
due to his consistent preaching of

'States. Many indubitable Com- 
munists were turned up in many 
departments of the Roosevelt Gov- 
ernment, but in not one single case 
was there any acknowledgment 
from the White House or the 
Roosevelt Government, but in not 
one single case was there' any 
acknowledgment frohi the White 
House or the Roosevelt Party that 
their presence was at all regret- 
table or any explanation of how 
they got 'there. 


The decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Harry Bridges depor- 
tation case seems to frustrate any 
hope of pinning Communism on 
anyone.

Bridges was given a long and 


fair hearing by Judge Charles B. 
Sears, a distinguished jurist, under 
an unchallenged act of Congress, 
As the minority opinion of the Su- 
preme Court said, Judge Sears 
recommended that he be deported 
on two grqjjnds (A) that he was 
a member of the Communist Party 
and "(B) that he was "affiliated" 
with 
both the party and the 


Marine Workers Industrial Union 
"which was a part of the Com- 
munist Party." 


The Board of Immigration Ap- 
peals, of the. Department of Jus- 
tice, a body, by no means com- 
parable to Judge Scars in prestige 
but 
more 
comparable 
to 
any 


bureaucratic group of clerks, re- 
versed the judge. Francis Biddle, 
the attorney general, and certainly 
no red-baiter, reversed the Board 
of Appeals and ordered Bridges' 
deportation. 
The case then went 


to the Supreme 
Court and the 
majority ruled for bridges, revers- 
ing Sears, the Court of Appeals 
and Biddle, in a long and wispy 
discussion of the meaning of the 
word "affiliation." In fine, how- 
ever, a man could assist and co- 
operate with a violent, anti-Ameri- 
can group in its legitimate activi- 
ties without becoming guilty of its 
illicit purposes. 


Chief Justice Stone wrote a 
minority 
opinion 
for 
himself,- 


Frankfurter 
and Roberts which 


demolished the evil rubbish of the 
majority opinion. But that was 
only in the nature of a wail of re- 
gret for, by this decision, Bridges 
was welcomed to our midst and 
eventually to citizenship, in which 
status, of course, he may, if he 
desires, openly demand the violent 
destruction of the government. As 
a citizen, he may advocate the 
illicit aims of the party, if he 
would.

N. L. R. B. Rejects Almost Every Proposal Mtde in Congress 


to Amend Wagner Act

agency admit that in the adminis- 
tration of the law il is guilty of 
bius. Seldom, too, does il seek to 
justify its bias by claiming it was 
so instructed by Congress i'self. 


This unique piece of sophistry 


is to be found in a lengthy stale-' 
mem filed with the. Senate com- 
mittee on laboi recently by the 
National Labor Relations Board. 


The document rejects yiriually 


every suggest ion made in Con- 
gress to amend the Wagner Labor 
Relations 
Law 
and, 
in 
itTcct, 


argues thai complete powc.'s ol 
discretion should remain in the 
board itself, whose master minds 
can then continue to administer 
the law with appropriate bins, 


"We have always assumed it to 


be our duty," says the board, "in 
compliance with the declaiation 
of congressional policy that pre- 
laces the act, to encourage 'the 
practice and procedure of collec- 
tive bargaining.' We have admin- 
istered the act accordingly. In con- 
sequence, the board has .sometimes 
been accused of bias. We wdmit 
to a bias in favor of collective 
bargaining." 


The bias goes deep into the 


rights of the citizen. Tho l>oard 
admits a prejudice against "in- 
dividual bargaining." It 
speaks 


with disfavor about "rocre.iting 
that ancient system of individual 
bargaining under which the word 
of the employer wus law." Nol 
content with general observations, 
the board attacks one proposal 
which would make il possible lor 
individual bargaining to be con- 
ducted even when there is no in- 
tent to interfere with the ti«rrns 
of an existing collective bargain- 
ing contract. 


The amendment offered in one 


Senate bill would permit any in- 
dividual or group to present griev- 
ances to the employer and to "ad- 
just such grievances, without the 
intervention of the bargaining rep- 
resentative, so long as the ad.iust- 
mcnt does not violate the terms 
of a collective bargaining contract 
or agreement then in effect." 


But the board's-* slulcmcnt im- 


mediately sees dangers in 
such. 


a bill on the ground that "individ- 
ual bargaining then could well 
disrupt all efforts at 
collec live 


bargaining, particularly where an 
employer in the handling of g; icv- 
ances demonstrated that employes

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SAFE HOTELS 
Extremely hazardous conditions still exist 
In many hotels throughout the country. A 
Committee on Disasters of the Building Offi­ 
cials of America, investigating the Atlanta 
hotel fire of December that killed 119 per­ 
sons, concluded that there were cértain basic 
safeguards which should be observed in all 
hotels. These included elimination of: open 
stairwells; inside corridors lacking* outside 
window outlets; use of inflammable inside 
paint; 
inflammable 
decorative 
draperies. 
Among the recommendations for hotel safety 
were adequate exits and the, patrolling of 
all floors with numerous trained watchmen 
who could extinguish fire at its inception. 
These suggestions are important. Most 
necessary of all are regular fire drills for 
employes, and simple, clear, brief instruc­ 
tions to guests as to what to do in case of 
fire, placed where the guest can not escape 
seeing them. Some hotel managers have 
hesitated to do this lest It alarm guests un­ 
necessarily. On the contrary, such instruc­ 
tions are apt to give guests a feeling of safety 
and being cared for. This was evident in 
hotels on the west coast during the last war. 
When the rare warning of “unidentified 
plane” was sounded, guests who knew what 
to do moved swiftly and competently with­ 
out any of the panic which is the worst dan­ 
ger of fire in public buildings. 
Human nature seems to require catastro­ 
phe before taking precautionary steps. Noth­ 
ing can right the recent disasters, but they 
can be used to point the way to future safety. 


CHANGING NAMES 
The British have solved the problem of 
how to make a well-known man disappear 
from view. Just put him in the House of 
Lords, which automatically gives him a new 
name. 
The latest case is that of Viscount Temple- 
u'ood. To most Americans Templewood is 
completely unknown, till he is revealed as 
none other than Sir Samuel Hoare who has 
gone into the House of Lqrds, and by tak­ 
ing a new' name has shed much of the odium 
that was attached to his old one. A dis­ 
credited American politician would not mind 
having such a way out. 
Of course it may work the other way. Ben­ 
jamin Disraeli came up the hard way to the 
post of prime minister. Near the end of his 
career he was made Earl of Beaconsfield and 
addressed as such. He lost thereby, the vote- 
getting value of being known familiarly as 
“Dizzy.” Gladstone, his great rival, was 
wiser when he refused a peerage. 


BRAZILLA AND OTHERS 
Tennessee Republicans have indorsed for 
the presidential nomination their fellow-citi- 
zen, Representative B. Carroll Reece, chair­ 
man of the party national committee. If this 
movement spreads, it will make known that 
the B. in Mr. Reece’s name stands for Bra- 
zilla. No gift of prophecy is needed to know 
that w isecracks will ensue, whose effect may 
not be politically helpful. 
For an office-seeker to be handicapped by 
his name is nothing new. In West Virginia a 
few’ years ago the political ambitions of 
Judge Gory Hogg were not helped by his 
name. Half a century ago when the upright 
and able E. Burd Grubb ran for governor 
of New Jersey, one reason for his defeat was 
that his opponent fastened on him the nick­ 
name “Chicken Feed.”

THE SW]??G RIGHT 
During m ost of the New Deal, the Communists 
were allies of th e party in power, m any of whose 
m ost prom inent personalities perm itted their nam es 
to appear in “F ro n t” organizations—th at device for 
associating Communists and non-Communists in 
a common cause. 
Many, among whom I was not 
the least articulate, called attention to this ex tra­ 
ordinary influence and authority of the Commu­ 
nists only to find th a t we ourselves were sm eared 
and attacked as Red-Baiters. 
F or instance, recently Senator La Follette w rote 
a brilliant and im portant article on how Commu­ 
nists moved in on governm ent and Congressional 
Committees. 
Yet, when he was a Senator and 
headed a Congressional Committee, he perm itted its 
employes to commit indecencies against Am ericans 
whose sole crim e was opposition to the Communists. 
Men, like myself, were attacked and vilified w ithout 
hearing. 
I was at th at tim e engaged in broadcasting on 
transcriptions which were sponsored by the N a­ 
tional Association of M anufacturers. 
Jam es Sal­ 
vage offered to produce those records and to have 
them played before the Com m ittee to show pre­ 
cisely w hat I was doing and saying. T hat offer 
was rejected so th at the sm ear intended for me 
m ight not be wiped away by the truth. 
I doubt 
w hether the Senator ever knew or can now rem em ­ 
ber the incident, but the Communists have since 
used the sm ear established by hii Committee, the 
latest example occuring only a fortnight ago in 
connection 
with 
the 
Duquesne 
(Pennsylvania) 
Business Men’s Association. 
I cite this in connection with the current band­ 
wagon hopping of those who have been responsible 
for the infiltration of Communists into governm ent 
offices. They wish to establish them selves as holier 
than the Pope. 
The fact is th at had they not in­ 
vited the Communists into public office originally, 
had they not protected the Communists, the Com­ 
m unists would not be in such im portant places 
now. 
The International Labor Defense has been de­ 
clared by the A ttorney General in 1942 to be 
“the legal arm of the Communist party.” It was 
organized in Moscow in 1922 and has rem ained an 
effective agency to this day. 
To its national con­ 
vention in 1939 came greetings and messages wish­ 
ing success from m any im portant figures in govern­ 
m ent. including Senator Lewis B. Schwellenbach 
of W ashington, now Secretary of Labor, and pro­ 
ponent of a bill to outlaw the Communist party. 
It is altogether possible th at in the intervening 
years, Schwellenbach has learned w hat Communism 
is and how it works, but it is ju st as likely th at our 
relations with Soviet Russia having changed, m any 
politicians will see the light. For instance, I am 
being told on m any sides th at I have done David 
Lilienthal a great wrong by intim ating th at he had 
Communist leanings or sympathies. He, I am told, 
is an arran t capitalist. 
The fact rem ains th a t he 
did sponsor the Southern Conference for Hum an 
W elfare, a “F ro n t” organization, and th at he did 
perm it a Communist cell to organize and function 
in TV A. 
These bureaucrats and politicians are now likely 
to lose their balance altogether. 
For instance, the 
proposal to outlaw the Communist party is rightist 
extremism. Does Mr. Schwellenbach believe th at if 
the Communist party is outlawed, Communists will 
cease to flourish? 
Their m ost effective votaries do 
not belong to the Communist party and never have. 
Some are Dem ocrats; some Republicans. Some are 
holier-than-thou 
reform ers. 
Some 
are 
highly 
placed governm ent officials. 
Will Mr. Schwellenbach m ake his test of lily 
wrhiteness the fact th at one has never read K arl 
M arx and cannot describe the difference between 
H enry George and Friedrich Engels? 
It seems to 
m e 'th a t book-burning, outlawing political parties, 
thought-control and sim ilar operations befit totali­ 
ta r ia n better than those who believe th at the 
Constitution of the United S tates is the palladium 
of hum an liberty. 
To fight Communism best is sincerely to believe 
and to practice the way of life which is devined as 
republican capitalism w ithout compromise, w ithout 
socialistic subterfuges and w ithout the assum ption 
th at Communists can sometimes be useful. 
A still 
b etter way to fight Communism is to recognize the 
eternal struggle between the doctrines of God’s 
m oral law and the m aterialistic concept of m an as 
a biologic creature conditioned ethically by his 
environm ent. 
But then th at takes some doing and the poli­ 
ticians are not up to it.

THAT B.ODY 
OF YOURS

LIVER, GALL BLADDER BILE 


W hen we are informed th at the liver m anu­ 
factures bile and then sends it to the gall bladder 
to be stored, we m ay wonder why we have a gall 
bladder because stones often form there and if a 
stone is pushed out into the tubes emptying the 
gall bladder the pain is so severe th at m orphine in­ 
jections are necessary to control it. 
The gall bladder is the storage place for bile, 
and when digestion is going on a tiny valve opens 
and bile flows down to help in digesting or prepar­ 
ing food so it can be absorbed into the blood. The 
liver can be m anufacturing bile all the time, liver 
bile it is called, and then send it to the gall bladder 
to be stored. Although the liver m anufactures over 
a pint of bile every tw enty-four hours, the gall 
bladder holds about a couple of ounces, as it strains 
out the solid contents of the liver bile, the bile 
salts, so th at gall bladder bile contains about ten 
tim es as much concentrated m atter, bile salts, as 
liver hile. The gall bladder could thus be called the 
refinery for bile. 
W hat are uses of bile? 
As we learned in our school physiology, bile 
emulsifies or breaks down fat foods so th at the 
blood can finally absorb and m ake use of them. 
The bile acids help the liver to form bile and 
then, because N ature considers bile valuable, alm ost 
all the bile used for digestion is brought back to 
the liver to be used over again in helping the liver 
to form m ore bile. 
One of the valuable uses of bile acids is to pre­ 
vent putrefaction (poisonous w astes) from forming, 
and also to help bowel movement, so th at bile is 
rightly called N atu re’s purgative. 
It has been rightly stated th at life depends on 
the liver. As the m anufacture of bile is its main 
job, a liver th at m anufactures enough bile, or 
where bending exercises help more bile to flow, 
should enable an individual to enjoy living. 
W here the bile in the gall bladder becomes too 
thick, some physicians prescribe a level teaspoon of 
epsom salts every m orning for a week, once a 
month. 
W here not enough bile is being m anufactured 
physicians m ay prescribe ox bile, or one of the va­ 
rious brands of bile salts.

AS PEGLER SEES IT

President T rum an’s message to 
Congress on Greece contains the 
first honest expression on the char­ 
acter of the Soviet governm ent 
and the absolute hostility of Com­ 
munism and Communists to the 
Am erican 
governm ent 
and 
its 
principles th at has come- from the 
W hite House in 14 years. 
When 
he said the existence of Greece 
was “threatened by the terroristic 
activities 
of 
several 
thousand 
arm ed men, led b£ Com m unists” 
he was speaking of agents of the 
Russian 
governm ent. 
He 
was 
speaking of Soviet conspirators 
again when he said “the people of 
a num ber of countries have re­ 
cently had totalitarian 
regimes 
forced upon them against their 
will,” m entioning Poland, Rum a­ 
nia and Bulgaria by name. 
W hen Mr. Trum an discussed a 
way of life based on the will of a 
m inority forcibly imposed upon 
the m ajority and reliant on “ter­ 
ror and oppression, a controlled 
press and radio, fixed elections and 
the suppression of personal free­ 
doms,” he was referring again to 
Russian Communism. 
This honesty, in contrast to the 
sly policy of the Roosevelt regime, 
m ay mean that, a t last, and not 
an 
hour too soon, 
the 
United 
S tates has recognized an enemy 
within our country as well as w ith­ 
out. 
Mr. Trum an had previously 
indicated th at he rejected Roose­ 
velt’s hospitality to these enemies. 
H e had cleaned out of some de­ 
partm ents of the government, in­ 
cluding even the cabinet, individ­ 
uals who found it possible to abhor 
H itler’s despotism but condone or 
justify S talin’s. 
Nevertheless, the m enace con­ 
tinues and is the worse because 
our laws and the deviousncss of 
the Suprem e Court have made it 
alm ost impossible to retrain Com­ 
m unists unless they freely adm it 
th at they are Communists. 
Lewis Schwellenbach, the secre­ 
tary of labor, recently conceded 
not only th at communists should 
be barred from offices in unions 
but th at the party, itself, should 
be outlawed. 
It took him a long 
tim e to say so and m ore daring 
and forthright men had been de­ 
nounced by his political cbmrades 
of Uie New Deal and the Commu- 
n isftfro n ts for years for saying 
jusFU iat. They w ere Red-baiters, 
as though there had been some­ 
thing dishonorable or disloyal in 
opposing forces which, as he now 
says, “advocate overthrow of o ut 
governm ent.” 
Rem embering 
Mr. 
Schwellen- 
bach’s political origins and back­ 
ground in the state of W ashing­ 
ton where, for years, m any Com­ 
m unists have been indistinguish­ 
able from m any Roosevelt Demo­ 
crats, it seems to me that he has 
been inexcusably slow on the up­ 
take. 
However, the company of those 
who engaged in Red-baiting when 
it was a spot attended by some 
risk of abuse, a t least, is not fas­ 
tidious 
and 
will 
welcome 
the 
brother and give him his penny. 
The question now is, however, as 
it has been for years, how to iden­ 
tify a Communist. Schwellenbach 
said his departm ent had satisfied 
itself by its own standards in the 
cases of six persons and had fired 
them. 
In revealing his form ula 
for the guidance of loyal American 
m em bers of unions and others he 
m ight be good enough to state also 
how these six got into his depart­ 
m ent and rem ained there since he 
relieved M adam Perkins. 
Milton 
M urray, 
the 
president 
of 
the 
Am erican New spaper Guild, an or­ 
ganization plagued by Communists 
ever since its start, also has pro­ 
fessed an aversion to these people 
but the best he could offer beyond 
th at was a plaintive appeal to 
their honor to disclose themselves. 
T hat is like appealing to crim ­ 
inals to give themselves up for, as 
Mr. Schwellenbach said, “One of 
the first things th at a Communist 
learns is lo deny that he is one,” as 
though th at were his own bright 
thought for the day. 
It is not mere recrim ination, but 
a restatem ent of a sad fact, to say 
th at Franklin D. Roosevelt and his 
wife, both, complicated the prob­ 
lem 
of elim inating Communists 


from the governm ent, unions and 
outw ardly conventional Am erican 
political parties. 
The Dies com­ 
m ittee was inept a t first and M ar­ 
tin Dies, its chairm an, did practice 
some of the irregular, though not 
illegal, 
m ethods th at had 
been 
used before by Samuel Dickstein, 
of New York, In the earlier com­ 
m ittee on subversive activities, and 
by Hugo Black, now a justice of 
the Suprem e Court, when he was 
carrying a card in the Ku Klux 
Klan 
and running a scandalous 
Senatorial inquiry. Yet, the Roose­ 
velt personal following, including 
all 
the 
m ost obstreperous 
and 
obvious 
Communists, 
and 
their 
press, 
were heartened in 
their 
campaign to discredit Dies’ dis­ 
closures, 
by 
both the President 
and his wife. 
Mrs. Roosevelt, personally, con­ 
ducted herself in a m anner to in­ 
dicate sym pathy w ith those under 
inquiry and followed th at demon­ 
stration by inviting a bunch of 
them to the W hite House. 
At the 
chicken salad Orgy in the W hite 
House, following 
the 
fourth 
in­ 
auguration, 
the 
guests 
included 
W illiam Gailmor, originally Mar- 
golis, a well-known thief whose 
notoriety and rise from the status 
of obscure and petty knave in the 
police records of New York was 
due to his consistent preaching of 
the 
policies, 
or 
line, 
of 
the 
Stalinist m achine in the United 
States. 
M any 
indubitable 
Com­ 
m unists were turned up in m any 
departm ents of the Roosevelt Gov­ 
ernm ent, but in not one single case 
was 
there any acknowledgm ent 
from the W hite House or the 
Roosevelt Government, but in not 
one 
single case was there any 
acknowledgment from the W hite 
House or the Roosevelt P a rty that 
their presence was at all reg ret­ 
table or any explanation of how 
they got there. 
The decision 
of 
the 
Supreme 
C ourt in the H arry Bridget depor­ 
tation case seems to fru strate any 
hope 
of 
pinning Communism on 
anyone. 
Bridges was given a long and 
fair hearing by Judge Charles B. 
Sears, a distinguished jurist, under 
an unchallenged act Qf Congress. 
As the m inority opinion of the Su­ 
prem e Court said, Judge Sears 
recommended th at he be deported 
on two grqpnds (A) th at he was 
a m em ber of the Communist P arty 
and ‘(B) th at he was “affiliated” 
with 
both 
the 
party 
and 
the 
M arine W orkers Industrial Union 
“which was a p art of the Com­ 
m unist P arty .” 
The Board of Im m igration Ap­ 
peals, of the D epartm ent of Ju s­ 
tice, a body by no means com­ 
parable to Judge Sears in prestige 
but 
m ore 
comparable 
to 
any 
bureaucratic group of clerks, re­ 
versed the judge. 
Francis Biddle, 
the attorney general, and certainly 
no red-baiter, reversed the Board 
of Appeals 
and ordered Bridges’ 
deportation. 
The case then went 
to the Suprem e 
Court 
and 
the 
m ajority ruled for bridges, revers­ 
ing Sears, 
the 
Court of Appeals 
ai\d Biddle, in a long and wispy 
discussion of the m eaning of the 
word “affiliation.” 
In fine, how­ 
ever, a m an could assist and co­ 
operate with a violent, anti-Am eri­ 
can group in its legitim ate activi­ 
ties w ithout becoming guilty of its 
illicit purposes. 
Chief Justice Stone w rote 
a 
m inority 
opinion 
for 
himself. 
F ran k fu rter 
and 
Roberts which 
demolished the evil rubbish of the 
m ajority opinion.

The expected meeting in Mos- 


cow between U. S. Secretary of 
State Marshall and Generalissimo 
Stalin is staggering in its possibili- 
ties, for upon such a two-man 
conversation might hang the peace 
of the world. 


This meeting—if it comes off— 


may be the real American-Russian 
show-down. President Truman's 
pronouncement oC the new policy 
aimed at Communistic aggression 
was a major tactical maneuver 
for position from which to force 
the issue. It remains to get the 
cards face-up on the table—and a 
Stalin-Marshall session might do 
exactly that. 


It's fitting that fortune, in se- 


lecting the pair for this historic 
duel—since that's what it will be 
—should-have picked men who arc 
widely regarded as eminently suit- 
ed for the task. Both are big 
calibre, of wide experience—and, 
when necessary, tough as ten-pen- 
ny nails. 
The man who faces Stalin at 
this supreme moment has to be 
better than good, for the Com- 
munist chief stands out as one of 
history's most powerful and skill- 
ful leaders. The records of the 
past generation credit the general- 
issimo with having been the man 
behind the gun in all Russia's pro- 
gress since he took command in 
1925, even to 'the laying down of 
the broad strategy Tor the Red 
armies during the war. and for the 
vast though controversial exten- 
sion of the Soviet zone of influ- 
ence. Tackling him Is no job for an 
amateur. 


Well, Uncle Sam has a top- 
flight man ready to meet Stalin if 
the conference is arranged. Mar- 


shall is said to be the greatest 
military strateRist of our time, and 
he is a cool, fast-thinking leader 
himself. But the general is more 
than a soldier. He has had wide 
training in diplomacy. He knows 
his way about. And all these qual- 
ities are requisite, for we ar«i deal- 
ing with a problem which is quite 
as much military as it is politi- 
cal. 


One great element of hope rests 
in sthe fact that neither Russia 
nor America wants war. So far 
as the Soviet Union is concerned 
she is so badly weakened by her 
mountainous efforts in the late 
conflict that she isn't in position 
to wage a major offensive war 
now, and won't be 
for 
many 


years. That, of course, isn't say- 
ing that she couldn't defend her- 
self indefinitely if attacked. 


As we await the denouement of 


this great drama it's interesting 
to note that the issue has resolved 
itself into ono which lies mainly 
between America and Russia—the 
world's paramount powers. Indica- 
tions from both Moscow and Lon- 
don are that Britain is tending 
toward neutrality where this is 
compatible with the close rela- 
tions between England and the 
United States. Indeed, some ob- 
servers see chances that John Bull 
may find opportunities to play 
lh° part of mediator in solving 
the Russo-American differences. 


We got a glimpse of this trend 
in the British House of Commons 
yesterday. Leftist critics attacked 
the proposed American loans to 
Greece and Turkey, but govern- 
ment leaders refused to permit a 
full' dress debate on the ground 
that President Truman's statement 
was made without consulting Brit- 
ain.

The expected meeting in Mos­ 
cow between U. S. Secretary of 
State Marshall and Generalissimo 
Stalin is staggering in its possibili­ 
ties, for upon such a two-man 
conversation might hang the peace 
of the world. 
This meeting—if it comes off— 
may be the real American-Russian 
show-down. 
President 
Trum an’s 
pronouncement of the new policy 
aimed at Communistic aggression 
was a m ajor tactical maneuver 
for position from which to force 
the issue. It remains to get the 
cards face-up on the table—and a 
Stalin-Marshall session might do 
exactly that. 
It's fitting that fortune, in se­ 
lecting the pair for this historic 
duel—since th at’s what it will be 
—should have picked men who are 
widely regarded as eminently suit­ 
ed for the task. Both are big 
calibre, of wide experience—and, 
when necessary, tough as ten-pen­ 
ny nails. 
The man who faces Stalin at 
this supreme moment has to be 
better than good, for the Com­ 
munist chief stands out as one of 
history’s most powerful and skill­ 
ful leaders. The records of the 
past generation credit the general­ 
issimo with having been the man 
behind the gun in all Russia’s pro­ 
gress since he took command in 
1925, even to 'the laying down of 
the broad strategy for the Red 
armies during the war, and for the 
vast though controversial exten­ 
sion of the Soviet zone of influ­ 
ence. Tackling him is no job for an 
amateur. 
Well, Uncle Sam has a top­ 
flight man ready to meet Stalin if 
the conference is arranged. M ar­ 


shall is said to be the greatest 
m ilitary strategist of our time, and 
he is a cool, fast-thinking leader 
himself. But the general is more 
than a soldier. He has had wide 
training in diplomacy. He knows 
his way about. And all these qual­ 
ities are requisite, for we $rq deal­ 
ing with a problem which is quite 
as much military as it is politi­ 
cal. 
One great element of hope rests 
in the fact that neither Russia 
nor America wants war.

Indica­ 
tions from both Moscow and Lon­ 
don are that Britain is tending 
toward neutrality where this is 
compatible with the close rela­ 
tions between England and the 
United States. Indeed, some ob­ 
servers see chances that John Bull 
may find opportunities to play 
thw part of mediator in solving 
the Russo-American differences. 
We got a glimpse of this trend 
in the British House of Commons 
yesterday.

By Irish Speakers 


New York, March 18 (JP)—A t­ 
torney 
General Tom 
C. 
Clark 
urges that all Americans “unite to 
see that Communism, Fascism and 
all other totalitarian 'isms' do not 
ivfiltrate further in our American 
way of life.” 
“There is no place in America 
for those who believe in those doc­ 
trines,” Clark told the 163rd an­ 
nual dinner of the Society of the 
Friendly Sons of St. Patrick last 
night. 
“If they wish to follow out those 
beliefs, they ought to go to the 
countries vmich proposed them.” 
U. S. Senator Brien McMahon 
(D.-Conn.) in another S>t. Patrick’s 
Day address told the St. Patrick 
Society of Brooklyn that if Russia 
finally rejected the United States 
plan for atomic energy control 
“we must be prepared for the 
eventuality which has always re­ 
sulted from armaments races.” 
A member of the Senate-House 
Atomic Committee, McMahon said 
he was “deeply disturbed by the 
present status of atomic energy 
i negotiations.”

U. S. Golf Moguls 
Define Amateur 


New York, M arch 18 UP)—1The 
United S tates Golf Association has 
announced revision of the am ateur 
code to give for the first tim e a 
positive definition of an am ateur 
golfer. 
The ruling, which becomes effec­ 
tive imm ediately, reads: “An am a­ 
teu r golfer is one who plays the 
game solely as a nop-rem unerative 
or non-profit-m aking sport.” 
The new rule, 
following the 
trend 
tow ard 
simplification, 
is 
m ore liberal concerning violations 
by players under 18 years of age, 
except those who actually play for 
money prizes, and exem pts golf 
course 
superintendents 
(greens- 
keepers) from professional status. 
However, w here the old rule 
m erely 
advised 
against 
certain 
types of prizes, the new code pro­ 
vides for forfeiture of am ateur 
status if a player accepts a prize 
(1) “of unusual money value,” (2) 
“of a nature m aking it readily con­ 
vertible into cash, and (3) “an 
order on a m ercantile establish­ 
ment which fails to lim it the pur­ 
pose to which the order m ay be 
put.” 
Prizes for any one event or 
tournam ent thus are limited to 
those of symbolic value or with 
intrinsic value of less than $100. 
W ar bonds or other governm ent 
securities m ay not be affected as 
prizes. 
Full-tim e faculty mem bers of 
schools 
and 
colleges, 
form erly 
exempted from the professional 
ban if only a m inor part of their 
duties included instruction in golf, 
will forfeit their am ateur stand­ 
ing if they receive any .com pensa­ 
tion w hatever for golf istruction. 
On the other hand, players under 
18 can act as caddies, caddie m as­ 
ters or assistant professionals or 
engage in other activities which 
would cost an older player his 
am ateur status.

On G.I. Insurance 


(The seventh in a series on N a­ 
tional Service Life Insurance) 
One of the complaints, the G.I. 
used to m ake about his govern­ 
m ent insurance was th at it would 
not pay enough to his family in 
case of his death. He thought the 
m onthly paym ents they would get 
were too small, and he thought he 
ought to be able to give them the 
full value of his policy in one lump 
sum if he wished. 
G.I. insuranpe, in its original 
form, was payable in only one way 
—as m onthly income, for 20 years 
or for life, depending on the age of 
the beneficiary. 
Because this was not w hat he 
wanted, m any a G.I. let his gov­ 
ernm ent insurance drop when he 
got out of the sen.ice. 
About 12,- 
000.000 of them did. in all. 
In 1946, Congress made a num ­ 
ber of changes in N ational Service 
Life Insurance, to render it more 
attractiv e to the ex-servicemen. 
Among these changes was the ad­ 
dition of several new settlem ent 
options, which gave the veteran 
approxim ately the same choices he 
would have if he bought commer­ 
cial life insurance. 
He now' can choose among four 
settlem ent options: 
He can elect to have the value 
of his policy paid to his beneficiary 
in one lump sum. 
He can elect to have it paid in 
m onthly installm ents, over a pe­ 
riod of from 3 to 20 years. 
He 
can. for example, arrange to have 
a $10,000 policy paid to his bene­ 
ficiary at the rate of $289.90 a 
m onth for three years—or at the 
rate of $96.10 a m onth for 10 
>cars. or $55.10 a m onth for 20 
years. 
^ 
He can select a life-income a r­ 
rangem ent, 
which 
assures 
his 
beneficiary an income for life, and 
also carries a guaranteed payment 
provision. This guarantee means 
th at if the first t>eneficiary dies 
w ithin the guarantee period —10 
years—the balance of the pay­ 
m ents go to the second beneficiary. 
The amount of the monthly pay­ 
m ents depends on the age of the 
first beneficiary at the death of the 
veteran—if the beneficiary is aged 
40, for example, the m onthly pay­ 
m ents are $4.50 for each $1,000 of 
insurance. 
He can select another option 


which gives hi* beneficiary an in­ 
come for life, and also carries a 
guarantee provision—in this case 
a guarantee th at the full value 
of the policy will be paid in the 
event of the death of the first 
beneficiary. 
The period of the 
guaranteed paym ents varies from 
a little over 10 years to more 
than 25 years, depending on the 
age of the first beneficiary at the 
death of the veteran. The am ount 
of the m onthly paym ents also de­ 
pends on this age factor, as in the 
case of the other life-income op­ 
tion, but the paym ents are slight­ 
ly sm aller because of the longer 
guarantee period. 
Any of these options m ay be se­ 
lected by the holder of a life pol­ 
icy, but only the first two—lump 
sum or m onthly installm ents for 
a lim ited period, not exceeding 20 
1 years—m ay be chosen for pay­ 
ment , of a m atured Endowment 
policy. 
. 
The options may be combined in 
a num ber of ways. 
P a rt of the 
¡ insurance m ay be made payable in 
a lump sum, and part in m onthly 
; installm ents—a $10,000 policy for 
example, m ight be m ade to pay 
$1,000 in a lump sum and $9,000 in 
installm ents of $161.19 a m onth 
for five years. 
The 
veteran 
m ay 
select—or 
change—the settlem ent option at 
any tim e during his lifetime, by 
wTiting to the V eterans Adminis­ 
tration. 
The knowledge or con­ 
sent of his beneficiary is not neces­ 
sary. 
If he does not select any option, 
the value of his policy will be pay­ 
able to his beneficiary in m onthly 
'installm ents over a period of not 
less than three years.
